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REMAINING VENTRA FEES 

Almost a dozen other debit-related “con- 
venience charges” and fees will remain, 
officials said. They include a $1.50 ATM with- 
drawal fee, subject to additional charges 
from financial institutions owning the ATMs 
that average $2.40; and a $2 charge to 
speak with a “live” person in Ventra's cus- 
tomer service department. Phone calls will 
be free to an automated system where the 
caller is prompted to choose among numer- 
ous options, officials said.

The CTA announced Monday that two con- 
troversial fees are being dropped from the 
prepaid debit MasterCard account that cus- 
tomers can link up with the transit agency’s 
new Ventra fare card starting this summer. 

The two service fees that will not be im- 
posed after all, even though they remain 
available for reinstatement as part of the 
CTA Ventra contract, are a $2.95 charge 
to reload the Ventra prepaid debit account 
online using a personal credit card and a 
$io-per-hour charge for “account research” 
to resolve billing discrepancies, CTA of- 
ficials said. Both services now will be pro- 
vided for free, officials said. 

But the easing of charges doesn’t place 
Ventra among the top-notch debit cards of- 
fering the lowest fees, according to an analy- 
sis conducted for the Tribune by a leading 


rating service. Low-income people should 
know this before they sign up for a Ventra 
debit account, experts said. 

The Ventra debit card will cost consum- 
ers who use the account about $188 a year 
in various fees, said Anisha Sekar, vice 
president of credit and debit products at 
nerdwallet.com, a highly rated credit-card 
comparison website that did the analysis for 
the Tribune. 

By contrast, the No. i-rated prepaid debit 
card on the market, offered by U.S. Bank, 
carries ancillary fees averaging $39 a year, 
based on similar usage patterns in terms of 
activities that include ATM withdrawals 
and customer-service calls, nerdwallet.com 
said. 

The Ventra MasterCard ranked the i6th 
least expensive among 59 prepaid debit 
cards analyzed by nerdwallet.com. 


“The Ventra card is not a very good deal 
for consumers,” Sekar concluded, adding 
that it “is not very consumer-friendly” 

“It is not as bad as the worst of the worst, 
like the Kim Kardashian debit card that was 
taken off the market [due to its oversize 
fees}. But it is definitely not the best one out 
there for consumers,” Sekar said. 

Ventra’s online reload fee and the ac- 
count-research fee were deleted from the 
program sometime last year, well before 
CTA revenue director Eric Reese told the 
Tribune last week that they still were active, 
CTA spokesman Brian Steele said Monday. 

“In the course of a deadline media inquiry 
involving numerous detailed questions, we 
unfortunately provided information that 
wasn’t current,” Steele said. 

As to whether those fees could be added 
back in the future based on changing debit- 


card industry market conditions, “It’s not 
part of the Ventra program [today], nor do we 
have plans to alter the fee schedule,” said Kwi- 
young Baumgarten, a spokeswoman for First 
Data Corp., the payment-processing compa- 
ny that will handle Ventra transactions.

Paterno died iVi months later at age 85, 
with many fans protesting that he was unfairly 
treated. 

Documentary filmmaker John Ziegler in- 
terviewed Sandusky for 3I4 hours as part of 
Ziegler’s effort to clear Paterno’s name. “To- 
day” aired excerpts of the audio recordings, 
with Ziegler as a studio guest. 

“If he [Paterno] absolutely thought I was 
[a child molester], I’d say no,” Sandusky told 
Ziegler. “If he had a suspicion, I don’t know the 
answer to that.”

Phish gets the hookup 
for Northerly Island

Northerly Island will host as many as eight 
30,000-capacity concerts a summer in addi- 
tion to a full slate of smaller shows, promot- 
ers Live Nation and the Chicago Park Dis- 
trict said Monday 

The first major concert will be Jimmy Buf- 
fett on June 29, and Live Nation officials 
confirmed that Phish will perform in the 
larger-capacity site July 19-21. 

Mark Campana, co-president of North 
American concerts for Live Nation, said he 
aims to bring in two more 30,000-capacity 
shows to the pavilion this summer, and that 
in future years there will be six to eight larger 
shows a year in that space in addition to a full 
slate of smaller concerts. He confirmed that 
he expects park district revenue to double 
with the bigger shows at Charter One Pavil- 
ion, to more than $2 million a season. 

About 16 to 24 concerts a year have been 
staged at the 8,500-capacity Charter One 
Pavilion at Northerly Island since 2005. 
The park district began exploring ideas to 
increase revenue at the temporary concert 
facility two years ago, Campana said, and 
Live Nation (which had been booking the 
facility) proposed reconfiguring the current 
stage to accommodate more fans. For the 


bigger shows, the stage will now face south 
instead of east. 

About 22,000 fans wHl fit on a lawn behind 
the grandstand seats; fans will be able to see 
the stage from the lawn, but there also will be 
two large LED video screens and a new sound 
system installed. For shows like Phish, there 
will be a general-admission floor in front of 
the pavilion; the Buffett show, for which tick- 
ets go on sale Monday will have temporary 
seating in front of the grandstand area. 

With four times as many people in at- 
tendance for the bigger shows, access to the 
concert will become more challenging, Cam- 
pana acknowledged. He said that the main 
access road to Northerly Island, Linn White 
Drive, will be configured to allow more pe- 
destrian traffic into the facility 

“With bands like Phish, the fans will be 
hanging out at the {Soldier Field} parking 
lots until the last minute before entering the 
show, and we’ll have some bottleneck when 
they all come at once,” Campana said. “I 
don’t want to be naive and say it’s going to 
be great all the time. If they come hard from 
the parking lot all at once, it’ll be like com- 
ing into Alpine [Valley Music Theatre in East 
Troy, Wis.} or Wrigley {Field} right before a 
show.”
